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HORT-HAND is an art whereby words 1 
are diſtinctly expreſſed in the moſt con- 7 
ciſe and expeditious manner poſſible: and the . 
many advantages ariſing from the practice of 
it ſufficiently teſtify i its utility. By this expe- 0 
J citious way of writing, a perſon may minute 
don many things, which time and opportu- 
I nity would not permit him to do in the com- 
mon hand, and conſequently may accumu- 
late many things of the greateſt importance, 
Which otherwiſe would be entirely loſt, It is 
of great-uſe to thoſe who write in public 
what they would keep ſecret, and to thoſe. 
who write much for themſelves, eſpecially 
ſtudents, whoſe thoughts frequently flow 3 
quicker than they can commit them to pa- 
per in the common way. Such perſons ge- 
nerally write haſtily, by which means a good 
hand is ſpoiled, which the uſe of Short had - 
will probably prevent, However, every one 
muſt allow, that it is very 8 „ 
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th nd of 10 ſe. . As the ti time it © faves 
him; and although the ready writer only can 
copy verbatim from an orator, yet every one, 
by a little practice, may ſoon become a pro- 
ficient, and reap the full benefit of this art. 
After having examined all the beſt Short 
Hands that had been publiſhed, I imagined 
that ſome improvements might be made; and 
with this view I lately amuſed myſelf with 
forming this Hand, which I preſume, is more 
conciſe and intelligible than any other extant. 
Among all the Authors I have ſeen, none 
have laid down any rules for compoſing a 
Short Hand; and as the plan on which this 
Hand 1s formed, is preſumed to be the only 
conſiſtent one, by which a Short Hand can 
be rendered intelligible, I apprehend it will 
not be unacceptable to any lover of that 
ſcience. : 

In the firſt place I 1 imagine, that any two 
conſonants, which never meet in the ſame 
word, without a vowel between them, may
